2021 Community Lakes Association Report 


We had an active summer despite covid. The routine work of the Community Lakes Association has 
continued as scheduled. We continue our milfoil control efforts in Woodstock and help organizing 
monitoring of all the lakes in both Greenwood and Woodstock. The vast majority of waterbodies in 
our area are either completely or partially in Greenwood. 


Lake monitors performed basic water quality tests and we have expanded our equipment so we can 
do more in the future. We owe a great thanks to our dedicated group of Volunteer Lake Stewards, 
Lois Ruff on Lake Christopher, Carl and Cheryl Plassmann on North Pond and they have been 
monitoring Round Pond and South Pond as well, Kelly Bickford on Twitchell Pond with Vicky 
Gammon in training, and Rick Schneider on Indian Pond. Ben Weigel will be getting trained and will 
test on Oversett Pond. None of the other ponds have volunteers so if you are interested, contact, Carl 
Plassmann, and we will connect you with Lake Stewards of Maine, formerly Volunteer Lake Monitor 
Program, for training. We have been developing the capacity of our monitors and the Lakes 
Association to do many of the key tests on our own. We were able to take phosphorus test on 5 lakes 
this year and all tested within normal levels in 2021. We can now also take temperature and dissolved 
oxygen readings up to 50 feet deep thanks to a donation of a Dissolved Oxygen meter from Sunday 
River, obtained through Kelly Bickford. We are looking into buying a new Dissolved Oxygen meter 
using donations made to the Lakes Association See our website for the results of the test: 
http://www.communitylakesassociation.org/ also many of our lakes also have a Facebook page. 


We had an Invasive Plant Patrol workshop on Lake Christopher this last summer and plan several 
more this year. We also had a kiosk made by the Congo Craftsmen and will install it this summer. 
The kiosk is in memory of one of earliest members, Michael Giunta. 


We were able to do several Lake Smart evaluations to give homeowners suggestions on best practices 
they can do to help keep our lakes clean and health. When the properties display overall good 
practices, they will receive a Lake Smart sign. This is a totally voluntary program and the results of 
the evaluation have no connection to regulatory agencies. If you are interested in an evaluation, 
contact the Association through our website listed above. 


Our Annual meeting will be Saturday July 9", 2022, 8:30-10:30 am at the Greenwood Town Hall — 
next to the post office on RT 26- Greenwood. 


We were able to borrow a small DASH platform from the Auburn Watershed Council. With grant 
money and donations, we hired New England Milfoil to remove milfoil from the Outlet Pond of Lake 
Christopher. In 4 days (July 12-15) they harvested all the variable milfoil they could find except for a 
few spots where it was mixed with native plants. A total of 452 bags of milfoil were removed. We 
started with about 18.180 sq ft. and ended 850 square feet of milfoil growing at this time. We will 
hire them again this year. We also visited the Pump House Cove in Lake Christopher monthly and 
this area is almost completely milfoil free.

This year we would like to request a donation of $1000 from the Town of Greenwood. The majority 
of our lakes are either completely or partially in Greenwood. We are most appreciative of the funds 
we receive in the past from Greenwood. Along with member donations and grants we are able to run 
programs that protect our waterbodies that are key to the character of life in Woodstock and 
Greenwood.

Citizens of the Town of Greenwood, 


PACE Paramedic Service, a Department of Stephens Memorial Hospital is proud to be able to present you 
with a description of ambulance service for your Annual Town Report. 


In 2021, PACE responded to a total of 4,921 calls. That is a significant jump considering our volume was 
3697 in 2020! Of those calls 103 were in in your town, 32 more than in 2020. Our average response time 
for the calls in Greenwood in 2021 from tone to arrival was 10.8 minutes. PACE continues to stage a 
Paramedic Level Crew in our Northern District 24 hours / day, 7 days / week. We are regularly out the 
door and on our way to calls in less than one minute with a minimum of three Paramedic Level Crews on 
duty at all times. 


PACE continues to maintain a very close relationship with the fine group of professionals on the 
Greenwood Fire Department and enjoys being able to work and train with the Fire Fighters whenever 
possible. The Greenwood Fire Department is also a Maine EMS Licensed First Responder Service and 
we appreciate their help on calls whenever they are able to go along with us. It is this sort of neighbor 
helping neighbor relationship that is the foundation for care across rural Maine. 


The early days of the COVID-19 Pandemic certainly strained our crews here at PACE as it did with EMS 
Systems throughout our fine Country. Shortages of EMS Providers continues in much of the State, but we 
have been lucky enough to be able to staffhere at PACE. Much has changed over the past couple of 
years, but not our first priority — Your safety. 


Should you have any questions or concerns about ambulance service in your area, feel free to contact the 
Director anytime. If you have an interest in becoming a First Responder or Fire Fighter, please let the Fire 
Chief or the PACE Director know and we can guide you to the appropriate resources for training.

Responsible Pet Care of Oxford Hills, Inc. is a non-profit, 501-C3 organization that provides a no-kill shelter 
for homeless cats and dogs located at 9 Swallow Road in Paris. We are equipped to provide treatment and 
shelter for 85 felines and 20 dogs. All cats and dogs are adopted into approved homes for reasonable adoption 
fees. All are spayed/neutered, vaccinated, tested and flea treated. In 2021, despite the pandemic and the 
challenges that come with it, we assisted 552 animals in house and countless pet owners with challenges they 
were facing, such as to assist them to keep the pets in the home rather than to give them up. 


"RPC" has agreements with the Towns of Norway, Paris, Oxford, Otisfield, Woodstock, West Paris, 
Greenwood, Hebron, Buckfield, Hartford, Mechanic Falls, Poland, Gilead, Milton Township and Bethel to 
take strays. We accept owner surrender cats and dogs when cage/kennel space allows, as well as transfers 
from other shelters. 


@ Did you know? One unspayed female cat is capable of producing 20+ kittens per year for most of her 
life, female kittens start reproducing as early as 6 months of age, and siblings will breed. This is why 
it is so important to spay, neuter and report strays to the animal control officer. 

@ Did you know? Each time a dog gives birth to puppies it takes two years off her life. When you 
purchase a puppy, be conscious of where it comes from. Do not support "puppy mills". In "puppy 
mills", female dogs are bred too often, puppies may be sold too young and dogs may be kept 
inhumanely. Additionally, because of substandard care, they may be sick or become sick. Be very 
careful if you purchase a pet on line. 

@ Did you know? It is unlawful to sell a puppy or kitten before the age of 6 weeks. It is also required 
that a breeder and/or pet dealer provide the buyer of the puppy or kitten with a written disclosure 
indicating their history, including healthy records. 


Please contact us for resources for low cost spay and neuter. WE HAVE SPAY/NEUTER GRANTS 
AVAILABLE FOR QUALIFYING APPLICANTS. DID YOU KNOW WE WILL PAY YOU $50 FOR 
EACH FELINE SPAYED/NEUTERED? The State of Maine FIX ME spay/neuter program in Augusta issues 
certificates to get your cat or dog spayed/neutered at a cost of only $10 for cats and $20 for dogs. These 
certificates are for income qualifying residents of Maine only. Responsible Pet care will cover these fees to 
qualifying individuals, which essentially means free spay/neuter! To contact FIX ME, 800 36713 17, to 
contact RPC 743-8679. 


Dog licenses are due each year by January |. Cats are required by law to be vaccinated for rabies. There is 
rabies present in our area, so vaccination is very important. If your dog gets lost and is wearing the dog license 
tag or other identification, there is a very good chance that he will be returned to you. The cost to register your 
dog is $6.00 if spayed/neutered and $11.00 if not. If you do not license your dog by January 31, there is a late 
fee of $25.00 per dog. "RPC" urges you to identify pets by ID tag, dog license tag and microchip if possible so 
that pets may be returned if lost. Responsible Pet Care typically sponsors rabies vaccination clinics in January 
and September, but so far because of the pandemic, veterinarians are unwilling. We are still working to 
accomplish that though, If you are missing your pet, please call both your animal control officer and "RPC" at 
743-8679. 


As always, we appreciate and thank you for your support, compassion and kindness toward animals.

2021 Annual Report 
Dear Neighbors, Residents, and Taxpayers, 


As I enter my fourth year as Sheriff, I am extremely proud of the work our office has accomplished 
throughout our western Maine communities, and I am motivated about the momentum our office has 
heading into the New Year. This would not be possible without the team of men and women who 
have continued to serve our mission, and protect our communities, with professionalism, integrity, 
and leadership. It is their work that keeps our agency moving forward. 


As I have mentioned in previous years, our calls to service have continued to increase in volume as 
well as in their complexity. Deputies have responded to more calls regarding mental health concerns 
since the start of Covid-19, which speaks to the great need for state funding for services for our 
communities, and our sheriff's departments throughout our state, to keep individuals needing help, 
and others around them, safe. 


We have continued to improve our visibility and response times by utilizing our substations in 
Dixfield, Brownfield, Rumford, and Bethel. As promised, over this past year, our office successfully 
completed the plans to convert the jail facilities from a 72-hour holding facility back to a full-service 
operation. This improvement has restored local control and has already saved taxpayers money. 


We have continued our efforts to combat the opioid epidemic in Oxford County by supporting local 
organizations such as the Western Maine Addiction Recovery Initiative by referring eligible 
individuals, inflicted by substance use disorder, to Project Save ME. The program is a police-assisted 
initiative designed to connect those burdened by substance use disorder with recovery coaches, 
advocates, and other treatment services to assist them with their recovery journey. 


On behalf of the deputies, correctional officers, and support staff, I want to thank and acknowledge the 
continued community support we have received. Your patience and cooperation during the difficult 
circumstances surrounding Covid-19 has made a great difference. Our deputies and staff have gone 
above the call to service, and I am happy to hear and see that their work has not gone unnoticed. 


As an agency, we have great opportunities ahead of us. I look forward to the work we will accomplish 
in the coming year.

The 1* session of the 130" Legislature was different than any previous session of the Maine Legislature. 
Online meetings replaced in-person, public meetings for all committee work, and it was a difficult time of 
adjustment as technology challenges complicated the establishment of new methods and processes. In June, 
as COVID-19 restrictions lifted, the Legislature held session in person, to vote out the bills. Returning to 
the State House for final votes, with Legislators having never spoken in person for months, is not a method 
that produces the best policy outcomes. The lack of human connection, so essential to accomplishing 
meaningful work for our constituents, made itself felt in the partisan nature of this session. However, as 
with other challenges brought on by the pandemic, some beneficial changes will become permanent, such 
as the use of technology to allow persons from all over our state interactive access to their government.

I remain strongly opposed to tax increases, 
and am pleased that no new taxes will be placed on the Maine people as a result of those two initiatives. 


The 130" Legislature has a great deal of work still to do in the 2" Regular session, which is statutorily set 
to run from January 5" to April 20" during which time I look forward to discussing the issues important to 
all of you. Working together, we can affect positive change. 


Many of you have reached out regarding increasing costs and expenses, as well as the countless ways the 
pandemic has affected every aspect of your life; we are still in tough times. As your State Senator I will 
continue to do all I can to advocate for policies that benefit you and our beautiful western Maine. 


Again, thank you for electing me to serve you in the State Senate. Please do not hesitate to reach out with 
your comments or questions, or if you would like assistance in navigating our state’s bureaucracy.

I hope this letter finds you safe and well. It remains a privilege to represent you in Congress, and I 
appreciate the opportunity to update you on what I have been working on for the people of the Second 
Congressional District. 


This year, our small businesses, workers and families, hospitals, states, and towns continued to face 
challenges related to the coronavirus pandemic. COVID-19 has been a serious threat to public health and 
our economy that requires a comprehensive, ongoing response. While we are not yet out of the woods, 
there is a light at the end of the tunnel. Still, I know there are many Mainers who will continue to need 
assistance getting through this pandemic. I am committed to making sure our communities' most urgent 
needs are met to get our economy back on track. 


One thing I am particularly proud of this year is that Democrats, Republicans, and the Biden 
Administration worked together to pass the bipartisan /nfrastructure Investment and Jobs Act, which will 
make a once-in-a-generation investment in our nation’s infrastructure and support Maine jobs.

Works are a vital part of our economy, and the ships they build are critical to our national security. 
Throughout 2021, I led the Maine congressional delegation in pushing back against the Biden 
Administration’s proposed decrease in DDG-51 shipbuilding, a proposal that would have had serious 
consequences for the shipbuilding workforce at BIW, one of the two shipyards that produces these 
destroyers, and American naval capabilities around the world. We fought successfully to include 
authorization for construction of three new DDG-51 destroyers in the final National Defense 
Authorization Act. I will continue to work hard with my colleagues on the House Armed Services 
Committee to ensure that we protect our national security and shipbuilding jobs in Maine. 


My most meaningful work in Congress continues to be providing direct assistance to Mainers. My staff 
and I stand ready to serve you.

These two bills have made and will continue to make a real difference for Maine people, helping to 
both address the challenges of COVID-19 and lay a foundation for long-term success. I am proud of 
what we’ve accomplished this year — but I know there is still a lot of work to do and that the road 
ahead is challenging.

Lam deeply honored to serve the people of Maine in the U.S. Senate, and welcome this opportunity to share 
some of the areas I have been working on over the past year. 


The ongoing COVID-19 pandemic continues to pose enormous challenges for our state and our country. When 
the pandemic began, I co-authored the Paycheck Protection Program that helped small businesses remain afloat 
and keep their employees paid. In Maine, our small businesses received more than 47,000 forgivable loans 
totaling $3.2 billion. I also led efforts to provide relief for loggers, lobstermen, and bus companies.
